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EXCERPTS FROM 


Saskatchewan Minor Baseball Association 

CONSTITUTION 


1. Name 

The name of this organization shall be the “Saskatchewan Minor 
Baseball Association” (SMBA). 

2. Objects 

(a) The SMBA shall foster, control and improve Minor Baseball 
within the Province of Saskatchewan. 

(b) The SMBA shall encourage the development in young players 
of qualities of sportsmanship, honesty, loyalty, and respect for authority 
and property. Coaches, Managers and other team officials should remem¬ 
ber that the attainment of exceptional athletic skill or the winning of 
games is perhaps only secondary to other training the boys should 
receive. As has been said, “It is better to build boys than to mend men.” 

(c) The lack of physical fitness within our population is causing 
some concern. The SMBA believes that through proper training and 
adequate opportunity for participation, standards of physical fitness can 
be improved. 

3. Membership 

In accordance with instructions under BYLAWS, Section 1, mem¬ 
bership in the SMBA may be obtained in the following ways: (a) 
Becoming member teams of sanctioned leagues, (b) Registration for 
Playoffs. NOTE—See Bylaws Sec. 1. 

4. Classifications 

(a) The Association shall conduct annual playdowns in the follow¬ 
ing classifications: SANDLOT League, BANTAM League, MIDGET 
League and JUVENILE League. 

(b) In all classifications, the Saskatchewan Minor Baseball Asso¬ 
ciation Rule Book and Annual shall apply. 

(c) All boys on a team registered for playoff competition must be 
bonafide members of that team, or from within a sanctioned league, 
and must not be ALL-STARS. 

(d) 1. SANDLOT League: For boys who do not reach their 13th 
birthday before August 1st. 

2. BANTAM League: For boys who do not reach their 15th birth¬ 
day before August 1st. 

3. MIDGET League: For boys who do not.reach their 17th birthday 
before August 1st. 

4. JUVENILE League: For boys who do not reach their 19th 
birthday before August 1st. August 1st is used for determining a 
boy’s league age.

BY-LAWS 


1. Membership in the SMBA may be achieved by: 

(a) SANCTIONING: For information see section on League 
Sanctioning. 

(b) REGISTRATION: Membership in the SMBA may be accom¬ 
plished by registration of all players according to section 3 of these 
Regulations. 


2. Team Rosters 

(a) Any team entering the playoffs may register 18 players, only 
15 of which may be dressed for any one game. 

(b) SANDLOT League: Register 18, Play 15 — 9 12-year-olds 

9 11-year-olds 

NOTE: No more than six 12-year-olds can be on 
the field at one time, but nine may be 
dressed. 

(c) BANTAM League: Register 18, Play 15 ■— 9 14-year-olds 

9 13-year-olds 

NOTE: No more than six 14-year-olds can be on 
the field at one time, but nine may be 
dressed. 

(d) MIDGET League: Register 18, Play 15 — 9 16-year-olds 

9 15-year-oIds 

NOTE: Of the 15 players dressed for any game 
nine may be 16-year-olds but of these 
nine, only six 16-year-olds may be on the 
field at any one time. 

(e) JUVENILE League: Register 18, Play 15 — 9 18-year-olds 

9 17-year-olds 

NOTE: Of the 15 players dressed for any game, 
nine may be 18-year-olds but of these 
nine, only six 17-year-olds may be on the 
field at any one time. 

(f) For Player ages, see Championship regulations, “Classifica¬ 
tions”. 

(g) NOTE — See also TEAM ROSTERS under Championship 
Regulations.

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3. Registration 


(a) In order to participate in Provincial Championship Competition, 
all players must be registered with the SMBA. 

(b) All teams wishing to register for the playoffs must notify the 
Registrar by June 1st of that year of their intention to do so, the entry 
fee to accompany the letter of intention. The fee for registering a team 
is as follows: 

1. Registration for teams in a sanctioned league shall be an 
extra fee of $6.00 per team entering Provincial playoffs. 

2. Teams from unsanctioned leagues shall pay a fee of $15.00 
per team to enter Provincial playoffs. 

(c) The Registrar upon receiving application for registration, shall 
forward to that team registration cards for 18 players, one manager 
and two coaches. These shall be completed by the club secretary in a 
neat legible manner, signed by the player, coach or manager in whose 
name the card has been completed and returned, accompanied in the 
case of the players by a Birth or Baptismal Certificate, to the Registrar 
postmarked on or before July 1st. For adult personnel, the address and 
telephone number must be included. 

(d) The registration date for determining a player’s age shall in all 
classification be August 1st. 

(e) In all cases where parents refuse to part with Birth Certificate, 
photostatic copies of same will be accepted. 

(f) Cards shall be marked with the classification in addition to the 
difference in color. 

(g) All registrations shall be postmarked on or before July 1st or 
they will be returned unopened. No exceptions are to be made for any¬ 
one regarding final date for registration. 

(h) Once a player is registered with a team he becomes the property 
of that team until his release is signed by the manager of his team, or, 
until he changes his bonafide residence. 

(i) Conditions for the replacement of players shall be considered 
by the Commissioner only upon application by the team manager in 
writing, giving full details and circumstances warranting the replace¬ 
ment. Time must be allowed for consideration and investigation of the 
request for replacement. Moreover, replacements will only be allowed if 
the following circumstances have been complied with:

1. The replacement has not previously been registered 
that year. 

2. The replacement must be the same playing age, or 
younger, than the replaced player. 

3. The replacement must be from the some locality as the 
replaced player. 

4. The player being replaced must not return to the team 
that season. 

5. The player being replaced has been genuinely injured, 

or is ill. 

4. Playoffs 

(a) All clubs who have complied with Registration as outlined 
in Bylaws section 3, shall be eligible to compete in Provincial 
playoffs. 

(b) It shall be the responsibility of the Executive to arrange play- 
oifs giving due consideration to geographical location of competing 
clubs and to deadline dates decided by the Association. 

(c) Unless otherwise decided by the competing clubs, all playoffs 
shall be a best-of-three games series, except where Tournament play 
has been specified. (See Tournament Playoffs). 

(d) Except where tournament style of play has been adopted, 
in District and Zone playoffs all teams must make their own ar¬ 
rangements in each round as to where and when the games are to 
be played providing that the deadline dates set by the Association 
are met; they must also agree as to umpires, or follow directions of 
the SUA. In the event of failure to agree on any matter while 
making arrangements for a series, the SMBA executive member in 
charge of the division must be informed and his ruling shall be 
final. 

(e) It shall in all cases, unless otherwise mutually agreed, be 
the responsibility of the visiting club to pay the travelling costs 
and the responsibiity of the home club to bear the expense of bil¬ 
leting the visiting club. 

(f) No club shall be required to play in more than one playoff 
series in one week. The only exception may be the necessity of 
meeting tournament dates. 

(g) The Manager or coach MUST present player cards before 
the beginning of any playoff game to the official scorer or SMBA 
official in charge. 

(h) A player of a lower classification may play with a higher 
team any time, but if he plays more than three games with a team 
of higher category after August 1st, he shall not be allowed to 
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play on the lower category team for the balance of that season. He 
must have permission in writing from his coach and manager before 
he may play on the higher category team. He must be a registered 
player and must be from the same centre. THIS PLAYER MAY NOT 
BE USED IN THE CAPACITY OF PITCHER ON THE HIGHER 
CATEGORY TEAM AT ANY TIME. This rule only applies to SMBA 
Classification and has no application on players playing in other age 
classifications or with organizations outside the SMBA jurisdiction. 

(i) All playoff series must be completed within seven (7) 
days, that being regarded as one week when determining eligibil¬ 
ity of pitchers. When any game in a series must be postponed, 
vchen play resumes even if in a different calendar week, that 
game shall be considered as coming within the 7-day period. 

(j) All substitutions or changes during a game must be re¬ 
ported to the umpire-in-chief of the game and announced. 

(k) It shall be the responsibility of the participating ball clubs 
that appointed umpires in all playoff games be paid their out-of- 
pocket expenses. 

5. Protests and Suspensions 

(a) All SMBA officials and members are urged to avoid pro¬ 
tests and protest situations whenever and wherever possible. When 
a protest situation is imminent, for example, the use of a pitcher 
who is ineligible or about to become ineligible, the manager and 
coach of the offending team should be notified immediately. .A 
golden opportunity to demonstrate good sportsmanship should not 
be overlooked by any coach or manager with a view to winning 
a game in the court room that might be lost on the playing field. 
All coaches and managers must bear in mind the moral obligation 
they owe to their players. 

(b) In the event that grounds for a protest arise, such as in¬ 
fraction of a rule in the rule book or the handbook of the SMBA, 
misinterpretation of a rule, or ineligibility of a player, the man¬ 
ager of the offended team shall immediately and before any suc¬ 
ceeding play begins, notify the umpire-in-chief of the game that 
he is playing the game under protest. 

(c) If the game is allowed by the umpire-in-chief of that game 
to continue, after the provisions in section (b) above have been 
met, then the protesting manager shall submit his protest to the 
Commissioner in writing. His decision must be final. The Com¬ 
missioner may, if the situation is serious, appoint two governors 
to assist him in investigation or in reaching a decision. The written 
protest must be postmarked not later than twenty-four hours after

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the infraction and must be accompanied by the sum of S25.00. if 
the protest is decided in favour of the team submitting the said 
protest, the money shall be refunded. 

(d) Decisions calling for umpire’s judgment shall offer no 
grounds for protest. 

(e) The Executive reserves the right to suspend or expel any 
club, player, coach or manager refusing to accept and obey its 
rulings. The Executive shall have the power to suspend or expel 
any club, player, coach or manager for conduct judged inaccept- 
ible under the Objects of the Association or whose conduct is 
judged detrimental to the Association. 

(f) Suspension shall be ordered by the Commissioner: 

1. Against a club, coach or manager who upon reaching 
a playing field refuses to play, or, who after a game has been 
started refuses to continue to play. 

2. Against a club, coach or manager who refuses to accept 
the ruling of an executive member in charge as to the site and 
time of a playoff game. 

3. For knowingly playing ineligible players — the coach, 
manager and the player shall be suspended indefinitely. 

4. For striking an official. 

(g) The Manager shall be held responsible for the deportment 
of his team, most especially while away from home as a visiting 
team. 

6. Scoring 

For all playoff games, scoring must be recorded on an official 
recording form and submitted within twenty-four hours by the 
winning club to the Zone Vice-President or Executive member in 
charge of the series.

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SMBA LEAGUE 
SANCTIONING SYSTEM 


It is the desire of the SMBA to have all Minor Baseball Leagues in 
the Province Sanctioned with the Association. Sanctioning is basically a 
method of franchising and thereby the entire league becomes affiliated 
with the SMBA. Leagues receive an official league sanction. No indi¬ 
vidual teams will be sanctioned although individual teams can still 
enter playoffs. 

1. ADVANTAGES OF SANCTIONING 

Sanctioned leagues will receive the following services for their sanc¬ 
tion fee; 

(a) A league francise certificate, suitable for framing. 

(b) Certificate for league batting champion, suitable for framing. 

(c) Individual team membership certificates, suitable for framing. 

(d) Playoff registration for teams in league (extra fee of $6.00 per 
team entering Provincial playoffs). 

(e) One Coaches’ and Managers’ Manual per team. 

(f) Team Insurance forms. 

(g) One SMBA Annual per team. 

(h) One SMBA Rulebook per team. 

(i) One subscription to Minor Leaguer. 

(j) Membership in Saskatchewan Umpire Association and the right 
to use this office for interpretations and rulings on protests aris¬ 
ing during local league play. 

(k) All special services and publications. 

2. All sanctioned Leagues may take advantage of the following relaxa¬ 
tions of the No All-Star rule: 

NOTE: THESE RULES DO NOT APPLY TO UNSANCTIONED 
TEAMS. Henceforth, unsanctioned teams shall be known as “D” 
teams. 

(a) “A” LEAGUES: for all cities over 10,000 population and those 
over 5,000 which use the Limited Selection Method of Recruit¬ 
ment. These teams must enter playoffs with the roster that 
played in their local league with the addition of TWO players 
from other teams in their league not entering playoffs. All 
league members are eligible to enter playoffs. 


NOTE: AH local team rosters must be submitted at the time of sanctioning or by 
June 1. All city teams entering provincial playoffs must be members of sanctioned 
leagues. If no sanctioned league exists within a city, a special application must be 
made to the SMBA executive.

It is expected that five hundred boy will partici¬ 
pate in the Saskatoon Optimist Club’s sandlot 

baseball program. Baseball is one medium 
through which Optimists carry out their motto. 
“Friend of the Boy” 
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(b) “B” LEAGUES: for all cities 5,000-10,000 using the Mass 
Participation Method of Recruitment and for towns 2,000-4,999 
regardless of method of recruitment. This group would be 
allowed to strengthen their regular roster by the addition of 
FOUR players from teams in their league not entering playoffs. 
All teams in the league are eligible to enter playoffs. 

(c) “C” LEAGUES: for all leagues whose boundaries do not con¬ 
tain 2,000 persons. Teams in this class can add SIX players to 
their regular roster from teams within their league not entering 
playoffs. The purpose behind this is so that the team or teams 
representing the league in Playoffs will retain a portion of their 
local league identity. 

NOTE: In no case shall a team register more than eighteen 
players. 

(d) “D” TEAMS: are entries for playoffs from unsanctioned leagues. 
They may still enter Playoffs under regulations outlined for 
Sandlot, Bantam, Midget and Juvenile clubs. They must enter 
the roster they played in the Local League play and under no 
circumstances can they be All-Stars. To enter Playoffs they 
must pay a $16.00 entry fee. 

NOTE: If, for some reason, you have a local problem and your 
league or team does not fit into any of the above classes 
write to the Registrar for a ruling. 

3. All teams of Sanctioned Leagues have a vote in SMBA affairs at the 
annual meeting. 

4. Sanctioned Leagues will be given consideration in arrangement of 
Tournament, B^l Schools and Umpire School sites. 

5. By Sanctioning the entire League, the SMBA is strengthened. A 
stronger SMBA means a stronger Minor Baseball Program through¬ 
out Saskatchewan. 

6. WHAT DOES IT COST TO SANCTION? 

A four-team league sanction costs $10.00, a five-team league $12.00, 
a six-team league $14.00 and so on. Each team entering playoffs will 
pay another $6.00 registration fee to the Registrar. 

7. APPLICATIONS: Applications for League Sanctions should be made 
as early as possible. No league will be sanctioned after June 1st.

NORTH BATTLEFORD 
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CHAMPIONSHIP REGULATIONS 


Playoffs for Provincial Champions are held each year in four 
classifications: SANDLOT LEAGUE, BANTAM LEAGUE, MID¬ 
GET LEAGUE and JUVENILE LEAGUE. 

In order to participate in Provincial Championship competi¬ 
tion, all players must be registered with the SMBA in accordance 
with section 3 under Bylaws, “Registration.” 

Intention to register must be made to the Registrar not later 
than June 1st. Registration forms received from the Registrar after 
intention has been declared, must be filled in, in a neat legible man¬ 
ner, signed and returned with Birth or Baptismal certificates to the 
Registrar, postmarked not later than July 1st. All such certificates 
should be submitted to the Registrar by registered mail and will be 
returned by registered mail after examination. Players who have 
been previously registered with the SMBA need only submit their 
previous player cards. 

Registration forms must be filled in and signed by coaches and 
managers and must be accompanied by addresses and telephone 
numbers. 

Registration fees: 

1. Teams from sanctioned leagues — $6.00 

2. Teams from unsanctioned leagues — $15.00 00 

This fee is to be paid to the Registrar at the time of announc¬ 
ing intention to register. 

Each playoff series, unless otherwise mutually decided be¬ 
tween the contestants or unless to be played in tournament r.tyle, 
shall be a best of three game series. SMBA deadlines must be met. 
Teams failing to do so will be disqualified from further competi¬ 
tion. 

NOTE: See PLAYOFFS, Section 4, under Bylaws, and Tour¬ 
nament Playoffs. 

A CLOSE STUDY OF THE CONSTITUTION, BYLAWS AND 
OTHER SECTIONS CONTAINED IN THIS HANDBOOK IS 
URGED. 

1. CLASSIFICATIONS 

(a) SANDLOT LEAGUE — for boys who do not reach their 
13th birthday before August 1st. August 1st is used for 
determining a boy’s league age. 
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(b) BANTAM LEAGUE — for boys who do not reach their 
15th birthday before August 1st. August 1st is used for 
determining a boy’s league age. 

(c) MIDGET LEAGUE — for boys who do not reach their 
17th birthday before August 1st. This is the date for de¬ 
termining a boy’s league age. 

(d) JUVENILE LEAGUE — for boys who do not reach their 
19th birthday before August 1st. This is the date for de¬ 
termining a boy’s league age. 

NOTE: In all divisions — Entries must not be All-Star 
teams but the players who have been regular members of 
that team, or sanctioned league players. See Section 
“Sanctioned Leagues.” 

Z. TEAM ROSTER AND PITCHING RULES

2. Playoff pitching regulations are: 

(a) Any player on the tdam is eligible to pitch in 
Provincial playoffs.

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2. Playoff pitching regulations are: 

(a) Any player on the team is eligible to pitch in 
Provincial playoffs.

(c) A pitcher can pitch a total of seven (7) innings in 
two consecutive games.

(d) There is no limit to the number of pitchers that 
can be used. However, umpires shall not permit 
stalling. A pitcher may be returned to the mound 
if removed but'retained in the game. 

(e) A regulation game is seven innings in length. 

(d) JUVENILE LEAGUE

2. A manager cannot play more than six (6) 18-year-old 
players at one time. 

3. It is recommended that batters and base runners wear 
protective helmets. 

4. A regulation game is nine innings in length.
